THE FARWELL HALL SERVICE. 
AN OPPORTUNITY FOR A REVIVAL. 


Farwell Hall was thronged last evening by a 
vast audience called out by the announcement 
that Mr. John V. Farwell would speak on th 
great revival work of Mesars. Moody and Sankey 
in Eoglend. A great number, perbaps the 
greater number of those present, came also to 
participate in the inauguration of 

A GREAT BEVIVAL 
in Chicago, which, it had come to be understood, 
was the main object of the meeting. A mere 
glance at the crowded auditorium and gal- 
lery sufficed to disclose that all the material and 
of the best sort too, was there assembled for such 
work. There was about the sadience neither 
that air of formal propriety which characterizes 
the ordinary meeting in the city churches, nor 
yet any manifestation of extraordinary deep re- 
ligious fervor, such as marks the revival in full 
progress, but a epirit of 
ACTIVE, EARNEST EXPECTANCY 
was manifest in a thousand faces, the expres- 
sion of which told that people had come there 
ready toeubark in the good work with a rpirit 
of profound earnestness. The opeaing, 
400, was of such ~- sort a8 indi- 
cated that all formality was to be dispensed 
with for the purpose of getting at the main 
work with all dispacch. There was bardly any- 
thing approaching to the regular forma) church 
service about it. Mr. Bliss led the einging. He 
was accompanied bya choir of about a dosen 
ladies and g utlemen, seated on the stage; and 
with bis epiendia presence, bis fine, powerful. 
even voice, the distiuctness with which, without 
ma. ring the melody, be epuociated the words 
and the deep feeling with which he sang, 
THE EFFECT WAS ALMOST ELECTRICAL. 
The first verse of the firat bymo was:

The words were set toan air pulsating with 
eager questioninz melody and glad reply, and 
were sung with such spirit and effect that soon 
che entire audience joiued with little less spirit 
chan the leader himself.

Had it been the desiga 
to inaugurate a revival in this city, there ovuid 
have scarcely been a more favorable momeut for 
it thau with that vast assemblage eager to jom 
im the work. But the object of the meeting had 
deen miscouceived, per wo because of the dis- 
play of great type on haud-bills of the 
names of Moody and San«ey and Great Re- 
vival,” perhaps because vf tue anuouncement of 
Mr. Wetberly (of the London Committee of 
Fifty, under whvse auspices the wors of those 
gentiemen had been cooducted im that city) as 
une of the speakers or perhaps of general in- 
comprehensivie musapprehension of what was 


intended. 

Mr. Fars ell evidently felt the embarrassment 
of bis position, but proceeded duectly to a spir- 
ited, graphic eketch of the word of Messrs, 
yoody and Sankey in Gieat Britain, which is 
given below aud will be found weil worth read- 
ing. He spoke with admirable ease and grace, 
aud his dehvery was so natural and his earvesi- 
ness such that those who had come to paitici- 
pate in the inauguration of a great revival here 
remained to listen, aud were well rewa:ded for

earnest supporters of Brother Moody in his 
work in London, and he would leave them the 
most of that work to speak about. When he 
saw from the notice what was expected from him 
this evening, he thought the man who wrote it 
must have been in America. On the other side 
of the water be found, as a rule, that they gen- 
erally stated things us they expected them to 
take place. The newspapers and public spaak⸗ 
ers were very careful not to overstate what was 
to be said and dune at any public meeting. Now, 
the notice for this meeting stated that 
THEY WERE TO GIVE FULL REPORTS 
of Brother Moody's meetings in England. For 
two years Mesers. Moody aud Sankey had been at 
work there, holding three meetings every day, 
and to expect a ful report compressed into an 
beur or an hour and a half was expecting a liltie 
too much. . However, in this country we went at 
ap accelerated speed, and did more in the same 
length of time than they did on the other side; 
but still it was impossible to do what was ex- 
pected of them on tuis occasion. He presamed 
there was a great many in the audience who 
were partially ignorant of who Brother Moody was 
and what bis preparation was for thw great 
work on the other side before he left us. It 
might be interesiing to give 
A FEW FACTS IN HIS RECORD 
before goivg across the sea to learn what be had 
been doing there under God. lt was known to 
some of them that Brother Moody came to this 
city 4 youpg man, like a great many other young 
men who bend ther steps toward the Western 
metropolis, to seek bis fortune. He was an 
earnest Christian youug nian, and we had the 
evidence of this in the- fact that the very first 
thing be did after setting foot in Chicago was to 
und a place where he could do something asa 
worker jn the Lord's vineyard. 
HIS EDUCATION 
at that time was limited, but his energies were 
great, aud he used them successfully in the 
Bat vest of the Lod Jesus Christ. He began in 
the streets and alleys “down upon Van Baren 
street. He gathered in the boys and girls of 
the poorest people of that locaiitv into a mission 
Sunday-schoo! belonging to the First Metbodist 
Churca, of which be (Mr. F.) was a member. 
Ibat was the way Moody began. When be saw 
the great destitution oo the North Side, it oo- 
curred to him that he might establish 
A SCHOOL OF Eis OWN 
and have charge of it in that bart of the city. 
He asded the advice of the misters of the 
North Side as to what he had better do in that 
regard. They told him that he had better do 
something else; that ube Lord bad not called 
him to any such works, and if He had be had 
better prosecute it in his own church before 
siariung out ior himself. After thinkiog the 
matter over scrionsiy, and asking the Great 
Tescher Hime f what He wou d wave him do, be 
made uo his mind, in tae teeth of that advice, to 
esiab ish a Sundav-school on the vorth side of 
Lhe river. They all kues bow that had proaper- 
That Sunday-school was to-day by proay 
doing more work lor Obrist, perhaps, than any 
other orgavizacion in the city, Bat 
SHOULD HE GO AWAY 
from Chicago with such a. great field of usefal- 
ness Ohen to him? That question was asked 
him if ovuce a huaodred times, aud in answer to a 
friend he saii, “1 am gving to Engiand for 
10,000 souls,” and spoke it wih ac 
earnestness, n ‘look in his face, 
that demonstrated that he meant 
what be stated. he did not expect to stay but 
afew months when he went over there, which 
was loug enough for the ollicers of his church 
to build up the walls which had been burned 
down. But God had opened a wider field on the 
other side of tbe water than was ever opeued to 
him bere, and instead of stayiog three months 
be bad stayed twenty-seven months. It would 
be weil, perhaps, to give some of the circum- 
stances which led to his sie.s being bent to- 
wards Engiand. Toe steps of a good man are 
ordered bythe Lord, and if ever aman was 
thoroughly 
1 LED BY THE DIVINE SPIRIT 
that man was Brother Moody. It was thought 
that he would bave been a ii.tle egotistical and 
proud, owing to his success in Chicago, but his 
Crayer before going was to be sept bumble, ani 
that was the first qualification, the toundation 
stone, of a Ubristian teacher, after he had been 
regenerated and made acquainted with the Word 
of God. How well tnie prayer was answered 
may be attested by what might be said here- 
after ip regard to his work ip 
England. The circumstances to which- he 
Mr. F.) referred as leading Moody to 
ugland were these: He went there first seek- 
ing health for bis family, aud while there he 
became acqusinted with some enthusiastic 
brethreo,—men a good deal like St. Paul when 
it wae said of him, Much learnivg bath made 
thee mad,” which, however, could nut be said of 
Brother Moody. Well, he found some men 
really well-learned in the Bible, and became at- 
tached to them. He brought ode or tuo of 
them home wiih him to aid bim in the work 
here. The trip he made to England was to get 
A DEErER INSIGHT 
through those brethren into the Word of God 
aud the manner of presenting @; and the third 
trip, bis object was 60 to present it as to gain 
trophies in the crown of hie Redeemer ot 10,000 
souls. Twoof the brethren mentioned invited 
him to Engiand the third time to labor as an 
evangelist, baving seen the spirit of tue man 
and his modes of work and of speech to be such 
that be would be likely to attract. He landed in 
Liveipool and found those brethren laid away 
in tue grave. Entirely ignorant of that 
tact when he left New York, it somewbat stag- 
gered bim, but thinking the matter over and 
praying over it, himself and companion couolud- 
ed to commence work in a few minor places, aoa 
if successful to coniinue laboring for tae Lord 
in England. Tbhetwo dead brethren were to 
bave paved the way for them. A maa had to be 
well introduced io England before he could get 
beiore the people es a teacher. Ther had a deal 
oi head knowledge over there if it could ouly be 
trought out, and one of the reasons of Moody 
and key's subsequent success Was that they 
bad set hre to and 
EXPLODED THE POWDER ; 
which had been accumulating there for many 
years, aud we saw the result. The first haif- 


fact, there was o 
Moody said 


the mipisters and brethren to such a degiee as 
to insure success, we will consider we have 
mistaken the call of Gud, 
we are not needed on this 
the water, and go bome.” They went to 
Newcastie, and succeeded in uniting the muinis- 
ters there, except the Presbyteriaus and Wes- 
leyans—the very last it was supposed would 
pose arévival of that kind; buat where people 
cos ree chutches aod fluent speakers, it was 
d work for them to let in any poor, unedu- 
cated laymen o preachin their pulpita.

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as this, side of the ocean. Why. you could not 
go into an evangelical church in England but 
what a large majority bed their Bibles in ther 
hands to see whether the minister preached cor- 
rect Gospel or not. They did not bim their faith 
on the priests to lead them through, but were 
determined to know dnd understand for them- 
selves, 60 far es human in coula take in, 
the truths of the Word of God. Then, why were 


these men, 
UNEDUCATED AND UNH*¥RALDED, 
and without introduction by prominent men, 
successful ? Could we s@ecount for it on any 
other hypothesis than that tbe God of Isracl 
honored His own word and commands now just 
as io the days of first preachers of the 
Gospel, as well as away back in the early history 
of the Church when out in the wil led 
by Moses? That was the only solution to the 
question, and we must accept that solution un- 
less there was any other. Thus ali difficuities 
would pass out of view, aud we came to 
the only rational understanding of the great 
fact which now stood out io history. Englaud 
to-day was the centre of this world, commer- 
cially ; it was the centre of this world intellectu- 
ally, and, we might say, the centre of this world 
in @ religious sense, becuse they certainly have 
the test minds aod the greatest authors in 
Eugland that there are in existence. And when 
we looked back a few hundred years and saw in- 
babited 1600 castles that are, except two, in ruins, 
we must acknowledge this. We must remember 
that when the heathen Prince asked the 
Queen the secret of the power of that 
great country, the answer was by 
lnying her band on the Bible aod saying, This 
is the secret of Eag aud's greatness.” [ Ap- 
plause.} Then we have the solution of how 
those 1,600 castles. built to protect men's lives 
from the fury of the mao who lived in the castle 
over the hill, bave succumbed to the march of 
the wondrous truth of God's word, which bas 
been held up in Evglaod by the martyr’s blood. 
The word of God had to beindorsed by the blood 
of men in England before it became sefficient 
bold to drive away those castles to make piace 
for hospitals and churehes. England to-day 
was 
THE CENTRE OF INTEREST 
of the world. He hoped America would be the 
centre one of those days; we bad area enough 
for it, and Christian intel igence enough to do it. 
if we put our knowledge of the sources of power 
into operation for that end aud purpose. Wie 
England lost ber castles, and gained churches 
and hospitals, we fouud aigo that it was Obris 
tian liverty—tha pursuit and desire of u—thn. 
peopled this land of ours; and the very war by 
which we ob:ainerd oar political liberties was to- 
dav a matter of congratuiation on the other 
side as the means of bringing more liberty to 
them. The lesson that would be taugbt to En- 
gland, before this revival was tarough, would 
be that the ecclesiastical liberties of tne people 
would have to be enjarged. 
THE FUSS AT ETON 

showed the narrow prejudices which still existed 
in Great Britain. Ia thw connection Mr. Far- 
well related the facts conuected with the Eton 
incident, which bave been fully ventilated 
in the newspapers. This incident, be con- 
tinued, showed it was a tittle danger- 
ous to preach the Gospel among tbe 
scions ‘of the aristocracy, but it also 
meant that the hberties of the people were to 
be extended ia this direction, and that ai! the 
churches are to have this Gospel preached iu 
them in ite e:mople purity by whomsoever the Lord 
shall send, not only by the men who bad the Bis- 
op's bend laid upoo them before they could open 
their mouths. Tue result of Brother Moody's 
mission had far exceeded his estimate of i's re- 
suits. Not 10,000, but ten times 10,000 
sous had been brought into the light 
by the teaching of those simple men. 
The preacher theo rapidly sketched ther visit to 
Edinburg, whose indursement, he remarked, was 
all that was needed to gain them tue attention 
of every other piace iu Great Britain, aoa also 
related anecdotes connected with the revivals. 
Their success was to be attributed to tber ad- 
herence to the plain Scriptaral doctrines, and 
their earnest efforts to spread them broad. 
ibe word of God was very we | io the sry, but it 
must be taken bold of in practice before person- 
al possession of ite grace could be obta ned.

OLD THINGS PASS*D AWAY. 
SERMON BY THE REV. b. 3. BURRELL. 

The Rev. D. J. Burrell preached the following 
sermon at Westminster Presbyterian Chuich 
yesterday morving, taking for his text: 

Therefore if any man be in Christ, he is a new crea- 
ture; oid things are passed away; behold ali things 
are become new.—//, Corinthisna, v., 17. 

Aman is always true to his nature and bis 
bringing up. There is nothing more fixed and 
inflexible than character. In the formative pe- 
riod of life our souls lie open at a thousand 
gates to every thought, and fa cy, and argu- 
ment, but when once these varied impressions 
are made up into chat sum total which ia called 
character, its rules of actiog, whether based on 
right or prejudice, are inviolabie than the laws 
of the Medes and Persians, and its defenses are 
tugher and stronger than Gibraitar. A man's 
will, in the bands of purse aud tutor, is pliant as 
a twig, but let it be set in ite way by exposure to 
the suns and rude winds of experience, an: your 
effort to turn him or train i then would be as 
vain as to straighten the gnarled oak that grows 
among the rocks of the moumtain-side. Can tho 
Ethiopian change his skim or the leopard his 
spots? No more can you iter the bias of a 
man's mind whea once the years have determined 
it. ' 
But God's power is not restrained by seeming 
impossibilities. As the Lawgiver of Nature, He 
is able to go beyond Nature's laws, and work 
by rules and methods unkoown to us; 
He would not be God if He did not sometimes 
startie us by the wonders of His superhuman 
might,and force us to confess that His ways are 
not as our ways,”—if He did not some:imes 
bring us forth into the presence of His grander 
works to sing, as did the women with timbrels 
when they looked down apon the broken strength 
of Egypt, her horsemen and charioteers that 
floated ashore at Basl-Zepbon: ‘ Who is like 
unto Thee, O Lord! glorious in holiness, fearful 
in prawes, doing wonders! ” 

God's grandest muracles"are those which He 
works in the province of the numan soul,—the 
wonders of conversion and gsuctification. It is 
proper to speak of them as muracies, because 
they cannot \be, accoavted for by Nature's laws.

THE BALTIMORE SUSPENSION, 
STIRLING, AHRENS & CO. 
Phi.adelphia Times, Aug. . ' 

The suspension of the frm of Stirling, Ahrens 
& Co. was, according tothe dispatches and our 
Baltimore exebanges, entirely unexpected, but 
cautious houses in Philadelphia who were ac- 
quainted with its daring operations were not 
surprised. The history of the firm is an inter- 
esting one, showing, as it does, the extension of 
us business from small begianings until it 
reached en ormous proportious. The firm was 
formed about twenty-five years ago, s ben is 
traded under the name of Stirli g & Ahrens, and 
Was engaged in shippihg and importing only. 
Afterward it engaged m the sugar refining 
business oa a cOmparatively lmnted scale. 
Next it absorbed the Merchants’ refinery; 
then the Maryland, and, lastly, operated the 
Calvert as agents for its owners. During 
the same period it also largely engaged in the 
importaticy of coffee, altbonxh this branch of 


its trade had Jacterly greatsv declined. Ite 
capital is estimated to have been $1,000,000, 


apon which its aggregate annual transactions 
are set down at $20,000,000. Its suspension will, 
of course, prove a heavy blow to the shipping 
interests of Baltimore. In the year 1874, itis 
said to have received the average of one vessel 
@ day for every day in che year, the cargoes con- 
sisting of sugar from Coba and Porto Rico, and 
the Gther West Indies, ard coffee from Brazil. 
In One month of the same yeat the firm fitted 
out twenty vessels for the West Indres with 
cooperage stuff, provisions, etc., receiving in re- 
turn catgoes of saccharine matter. In all, it 
employed about 1,000 men, and owned eight ves- 
sels. Since the begivning of the year rt bad in 
round numbers imported into Baltimore 40,000 
hbogsheads of molasses and 60,000 horsheads of 
sugar. So great is the sympethy for the Messrs. 
Stirling, Ahrens & Co, that one shipping mer- 
chant of Baitimme expresses his readiness to 
strike off ali the indebtedness against them on 
his books, and cus apoo the creditors in bis 
trade to do the same in behalf of the commercial 
interests of the city.

As u misappre- 
heuston of the scope of Judge Tipton’s order in 
the case has gone abroad, I have obtained e copy 
of it, and now, for the first time, furnish it for 
publication; it states the terms of transfer 80

aforesaid, received the same by virtue of an order of 
this honorable Court, dated Nov. 26, I875, and the said 
Himec®iecy, Receiver as aforesaid, is hereby required 
forthwimh to transfer to the ssid Teoma A, 
Scott “and Hugh J. Jewett, or their author zed agent, 
ali balances of money in hu handsas such Receiver, 
and that he de ele revert te this Court 
how he shall have complied with this Order; and it is 
fucther ordered that a bond im the sum of 680.000 be 
given that the said Trustees will execute tue trust and 
pay all legal and bona fide debts against the said Rail- 
road Company; and it is hereby further directed that 
said Trustees flie with sald Receiver a receipt for all 
property and moneys so received by them up 
der this order, and file a duplicate receipt there- 
of with the Secretary of the Board of Di- 
rectors of sald Company this day in this 
cause appointed by the Court; ordered further, that 
the seid Trustees be restrained from selling suid prop- 
erty under the powers contained im the trust deed 
above referred to until the furtuer order of this Court, 
and that they receive and hold said property and oper- 
ste the raslroad under the powers vested in them by 
the said trust deed, and that they retain, use, and op- 
erate said 1. Allroad untii the farther order of this 
Court, or until discharged from their sud trust ac- 
cording to law. 

The property of the road bas been transferred, 
ss stated iu these dispatches last night, buc 
when Mr. Seyton called on Mr. Hinckiey ander 
the second citase of the order for the valance 
of moneys on band, Mr. Hinckley declined to 
turn it over. Subseqeenciy be gave bis check to 
Mr. Seyton for 610.000, and stated thas te bad 
in his possession somewhere near 840, 000, but 
stated that he was respons ibie on the bond, up- 
on which au mfunction had ween obtamed 
restraining the collection of taxes, and also 
for some accrued indebtedness of the road, from 
which he did not think the order of the Court 
as made relieved him. This is the information 
given your correspoudent by Mr. Hinckley, and 
that he desired to teke the opinion of bis solici- 
tor before he made a complete transfer of the 
money in bis possession. 

Un the same matter Mr. Seyton says that he 
offered to completely iIndemn:fy Mr. Hinckley 
by subdstitating his bood whereever Mr. Hinck- 
ley was pledged, and that he would in all respects 
give bim to bold - him 
clear of all -debte and abilities on 
account of the road, but Mr. Hineslev still de- 
clined to surreeéer the moneys. Mr. Seyton 
States that he thiuks the amount in Mr. Hinck- 
ley’s bands wil aggregate 300,000 ap least, 
judging f:om tive balance oa haod bv his last ro- 
port, and the credits and pay-Tolls paid since. 
Col. Roberts, the attoruey for tne Trustees, bas 
gone to Bleomineton, aud will, 30 soon as he 
can get the attention of Judge Tipton, enter a 
motion to have Mr. Hinckley arraigned for con- 
tempt. The order sent last vight will. for the 
present, govern the running of the road. 


THE CANADA SOUTHERN AND MICHIGAN 
CENTRAL. 

General-Saperiotendent Strong, of the Michi- 
gan Central Railroad. states that there not the 
least foundation of truthin the rumors that his 
road intends to consolidate with the Canada 
Southern Bailroad, nor do they intend to make 
any arrangement with that :oad by which part 
of their business will be transferred to this lines. 
The rumors had their origin in the fact that the 
Canada Southern is constructing a short hne to 
Detroit, and intends to build a tunnel under De- 
trot River, and also in the fact that Mr. W. E. 
Muir, formeriy connected with the Great West- 
ern of Canada and the Michigan Central, 
has heen. appointed General Manager 
of this hne. This, however, has not beea 
dove. with % vier of. consolidating 
with tae Michigan Cental, but rather to be better 
able to compete with other lines. That the 
Michigan Central will derive some benefit, from 
being able to conbeet with the Canada Southern 
st Detrem cannot be devied, but the oxchange 
of business between the tao hnes will remain 
the same as it always has deen. 

natural outlet for the Michican 
C-ptral. to the East is vie the Great 
Western of Canada, as any ove that looks at the 
map an readily perceive. The business interests 
of the Michigan Oentral and this live are 80 en- 
twined and everything between the two manace- 
ments ie 80 Dieasaut and satisfactory at present 
that a change of these relatious could not be 
thought of . fot .® moment.

ic was well known that Capt. Webb had 
svem from Biackwallto Gravesend, 20 miles 
down stream, in four hours; also shat be had 
suusequently elipsed evea this by going 10 the 
water trom Dover to Ramegate, au 13-m.1) sem, 
in ume hours. There was bothing very unreasou~ 
able, therefore, in Capt. Webb, conclusion that 
be cou.d, by a bite special training, get himself 
in a condition to cross the Channeln. The actual 
„ Air-lue distance Of 41 miles wae not to be ex- 
pecied ty the swimmer, but, by a careful gelec- 
tion of the proper moment for starting, it was 
hoped to laud almost opposite che point of de- 
parture. Ave I have already telewrapbed you, he 
entered the water at about 5 o'viock aud ken, on 
swimming gallantiy through wind, an, mist, 
and until dackness, Lib. 480. when be climbed 
into the boat wth the remark, ** No living man 
cao swim in such a lumpy sea.” And ali who were 
chere believed bim, foc tue wied had ren afer 
the rain ceaced, and was blowing quite strong 
against tbe tige. At any rate, he avcumpiimhed 
more thau half the dis avee, and baa the weather 
been more tavoradle he would, doub less, have 
made his prom.ses to goto France good. Li 
mast be remembered that it was pot unl bis 
second attempt that Capt. Boyton succeeded in 
crossing the Cheon al. 

About 4 o’clock last eveniog a small body of 
gendlemen, mostly members of tbe varius 
rowiug and swimaneg ciuos uf London, wakked 
down to the Admiral pier. During the aiter- 
noon they had been walching che sky witb coa- 
miderable anxiety, awd bad taken couveel with 
severai of the oldest Wea.her-propbeis of the 
pat. But as an od aed wortuy pexreo once said 
to me about lightning «hew 1 upbraided hum fer 
his cowardice durivg etbuaderstorm : ** You net 
always 60 san wha’ it's gwime to strike as un- 
sartip wha’ it might; 80 1 was given vo uoder- 
stand avout the weather in the Eugbsa Chancel. 
I wouid not bet a shiiog on the weather three 
bours apead,” said a0 od skipper to me, in the 
alteruoon. But as the evening began to full, 
and as the weacher bad been about as unlavorta- 
ule as it could very well be, Capt. Webb thought 
be perceived a coming change which, it vas 
argued naturally enough, migut be for the bet- 
ter, aod certainiv eculdu’t bedor the worse. Is 
was decided by Capt. Webb and bis referees 
that, an the tide was favorable and a reasonable 
prospect of good weather, tbe attempt bad bet- 
tet be made at once. Night was coming oe sad 
a thunder-shower bad just passed, but Webb d.d 
not sorm« from the cold, dismal water. 

Without a word Capt. Webb repaired to a shed 
pear by, where he was stmpped, aud, alter being 
anuolnted with do puiu oti to close his pores to 
tue cold,. he stepped to the end of the pier and, 
at Ah. 580. s., took a splendid header santo 
the sea. The select few who were to accompauy 
bim had meanwhile been rowed off to the 
saii-boat which was to precede bim, and the row- 
boat which was to follow him at one aud the 
same Moment shot out from behind the pier. 

With those ou toe lugger the time eoon began 
to drag. The few boaw from the eliore which 
bad foilowed the swimmer for the fist quarter 
of an bour began to drop off, and son after 
were te be sen returping towara the shore. 
Stil ouwaid went the swimmer, pow rising upon 
the crest of a wave, Dow ainkiog for a moment 
out of sight of the anxious w ers On the lag- 
ger. At balf-past 5 Capt. Webb was com ag 
steadily along mw dar wake, keepiog well ap and 
darhi through a swatw of sea anemones. I 
was Andr asked to go of in the 
fist beat from the lagger to . Capt 
Webb. We reached him at tweuty minutes past 
6, gave lum some strong beer and a biscuit, 
which he drank and ate ou his back. aud tbea we 
left him in good condition and withoutany signs 
of fatigue. Twenty minutes after our retutu wo 
the saubout we realy bad a scare. I seemed 
as if tae Hamburg Lloyd sieamer, coming down 
the chauuel, was determined to ran down boch 
our cratt and the mmer; but aiter ap ta- 
mense amount of fog-horn blowing aad shout- 
ing, her Captain changed bis mind when almost 
on top of us, and passed us on thé starboard 
side. Then weconogtatalated ourselves that all 
danger was over, and we could mae a night 
of it” in the best manner possible under the 
circomstancés. But again we were disappoiated, 
for the wind sien now began to frestren cov- 
ered the deck with spray trom the 7essel's bow, 
and made the ship a:most untenantable, To re- 
nan in the 8 4 2 45 * burning 

or ube purpese eeping Capt. Webb's coifve 
warci— was impossible, 

The swimmer gos erssved to weer a pair of 
epectacies, which were provided for him by the 
refeiees, but the remedy was so much worne 
than the disease that he toon dropped them un- 
regretfully into the deep. 

As the South pbandhead Lightship was sighted 
the pilot, Mr. Toms, put off to Capt. Weob aod 
they conversed regarding tae breeze, The pilot 
declared the breéze would subside at sundown 
and the Captain pursued his way hopefully. At 
7:38 be partook of some hot coffee, and his 
Drogiwer Was then stated to be about four miles, 
which had been accomplished at tue rate of one 
and a haf miles pet bout. The sun disappeared 
behind a heavy bank of clouds in the West, the 
wind subdned somewhat, to the evident com- 
fort of the swimmer, who was still follow- 
ing us with unabated vigor. The South 
Foreland lights began to show out clearly 
over the cliffs, and soon after the Calais and 
Cape Grisnez lights were descried. The lugger 
was occastoually put about, to permit of those 
on board getting @ view of aud chee:ing the 
swimmer, aiter which she started again on ber 
course. About twenty miantes past 10 a sudden 
squall of rain struck ds, snd a thick mist follow- 
ed, through which we were unable to see the 
light in the small boat. The rain came dowa 
pitilessiy for abuut an hour; and when it eoded, 
lookiog over our port quarter we detected in the 
gloom the ey s wimmer and his escort close 
upon us. With the cessation of the rain came 
an mo ease in the forces of the wind. Bearings 
were again taken, but it was some time before

He has demanded from it nothing more nor less than 
what the people are demanding from it—bonesty, re- 
form, the correction of abuses, the genuinely national 
temper and statesmanship which Joun A, ANDREW 
had in his mind when de summoned Massachusetts 
to prosecute the peace as vigorously as she had pros- 
ecuted the war.”

THE CAPITAL-STOCEK BUSINESS. 

The State Board of Equalization of Illinois 
is another verification of the axiom that the 
world is governed too much.” ‘The estab- 
lished principle of American republican gov- 
ernment is that the three powers, executive, 
legislative, and judicial, are each exclusive in 
their appropriate department, and that no 
one of these can lawfully exercise the 
authority of the other. This principle is 
enacted in the Constitution of this State. 
Notwithstanding the Constitution declares 
that the legislative power shall be vested in 
a General Assembly, and the judicial powers 
in the Supreme and other Courts, we have 
another tribunal, which, though created 
by the Legislature, exercises both 
legislative and judicial powers, and that, 
too, absolutely and without appeal. 
The Supreme Court, upon appeal, has de- 
cided that the judiciary are powerless to cor- 
rect any official act by the Board of Equal- 
ization in the way of assessment except on 
one or the other of two grounds: 1. Fraud 
by the Board; 2. Assessment of property 
not taxable. The Supreme Court said, sub- 
stantially, if not in terms, that in the exer- 
cise of its powers the State Board was a 
court unto itself. When, therefore, it makes 
an assessment, no matter how contrary to all 
justice and reason, its action is final and 
binding. In the act creating this Board, the 


| Board is authorized to make rules, and 


under this power it enacts laws, and, claiming 
to be a legislature unto itself, as well asa 
court, it overrules and discards the enact- 
ments of the General Assembly at its pleas- 
ure. 
The Revenue law of 1872 was framed un- 
der the prejudices, founded upon ignorance, 
against what is generally known as capital. 
When half a dozen men combine their means 
to carry on a business which but few per- 
sons could do alone, the Revenue law assumes 
that these men are conspirators against the 
welfare of mankind, are enemies of labor, 
and schemers who deserve to be punished. 
The law provides, therefore, that these cor- 
porations shall be taxed, not only on all they 
own and possess, but shall be taxed thereon 
under as many forms as the ingenuity of the 
State Roard can suggest. The State Board, 
nothing loth, having fortified themselves 
with rules having the force of law, have exer- 
cised the authority with vigor. But the Gen- 
eral Assembly at the last session, listening to 
a general remonstrance from all parts of the 
State, amended the Revenue law, and 
in plain and explicit terms required 
the State Board, in assessing the 
property of manufacturing and two other 
classes of corporations, to treat them as indi- 
viduals, and to exempt them from the dupli- 
cate assessment on capital stock. The State 
Board, however, resents this interference. It 
is claimed that if one class of corporations be 
exempt, then all must be exempt, and the 
State Board, acting as a sort of supreme 
legislature, proposes to disregard the act 
of the General Assembly of 1875, 


and, acting on the advice of the Attor- - 


ney General, to assess them just as if no such 
act had been passed. If the Board shall so 
decide,—and it seems probable that it will,— 


double taxation, much of it driven away and 
capital kept out of the State, the average in- 
telligence of the legislator and State Assessor 
will be brought to a knowledge that prop- 
erty has but one value for taxable purposes, 
and that a horse and his shadow are not sepa- 
rate properties, and that in the value of the 
horse is necessarily included the value of the 
shadow. 

Should. the State Board follow the Attor- 
ney General, then the State Board will fur- 
nish the Bar of the State with a crop of liti- 
gation which has been umprecedented,— 
ending in the legal defeat of the State aud 
the vindication of a principle of law aad 
justice as old as human governments. 


ILLEGITIMATE BANKING. 

The bank failures during and since the 
panic have certainly demonstrated that the 
National Banking system has beens great 
blessing to this country. ‘They have not 
proved that system to be perfectly safe; noth- 
ing of human invention can attain infallibili- 
ty. Two or three bad failures among the Na- 
tional Banks show that, so far as their rela- 
tions to depositors are concerned, their solv- 
ency depends upon the integrity and ability 
of the bank managers. But the circumstance 
that the great majority of the bad failures 
have been among the private bankers is an 
evidence that the National Banking act 
has acted as a protection against the 
temptations which have led so many pri- 
vate bankers to disaster and so many of 
their patrons to ruin. Had the Nation- 
al Banking system not been established, 
the number of speculative bankers would 
have been tenfold as many, and the practice 
of issuing bank notes would have added to 
their complications and the losses of the 
business public. The idea we mean to con- 
vey is that, without the National Banking 
system, the practice of illegitimate banking 
would have been much move general, and the 
inevitable results of bankruptcy and the de- 
trauding of deposjtors much more widespread 
and disastrous. 

The principles of banking are simple 
enough. There are a few general rules 
which are universally recognized among 
bankers as essential to a safe business, and 
wherever they are observed bad failures are 
impossible. The temporary embarrassment 
of a general panic may force a sound 
bank to close its doors temporarily, 
but a banking business may be 80 con- 
ducted as to yield a reasonable profit, and 
make a final settlement under any and all cir- 
cumstances yield depositors all their money. 
Where this proves not to be possible there is 
prima facie evidence of fraud. That is, it is 
certain that some of the cardinal principles of 
banking have been violated, and that the per- 
sons responsible for this violation have been 
guilty of bad faith toward the public, and es- 
pecially toward those who have reposed con- 
fidence in them. 

Every one of the bad bank failures of the 
last two years may be traced directly to the 
grossest illegitimacy in banking. They have 
not been the result of fortuitous and unavoid- 
able losses, but of improper diversion of 
moneys deposited for safe keeping. Begin- 
ning with Jay Cooxe & Co., there was the 
most reckless investment of moneys 
in enterprises altogether outside the 
pale of legitimate banking. Their assets 
showed worthless railroad stocks and bonds, 
accommodation paper for the benefit of per- 
sonal or political friends without security, 
and manifold evidences of a speculative use 
of moneys which were not intrusted to them 
for such purpose. So with Henry Cuizws, it 
was found that the temptation of large per- 
sonal gain had led aman who received de- 
posits as a banker to use them as a specu- 
lator. ‘He was one of the parties in interest 
in the Southern States’ debts, and, in the 
effort to negotiate worthless bonds and avail 
himself of State securities at rates 
which swindled the people, he over- 
reached himself. He, too, had been 
imbued with an ambition to build railroads 
with other people's money. B. F. Au 
controlled a National Bank, but he bought it 
for personal purposes and used it according- 
ly. His attitude toward the other stockhold- 
ers and the depositors was worse than that 
of any of the private bankers who have 
failed, for he not only disregarded the com- 
mon principles of banking, but violated the 
law passed by Congress to insure the observ- 
ance of these principles in National Banks. 
He went into railroad speculations, grain 
speculations, land speculations, and all sorts 
of speculations, as long as he could find peo- 
ple who would trust him with their money. 
Duncan, Sazrman & Co. varied the usual 
range of speculations, but their style 
of banking proves to have been of 
the same general character with the 
same results. Their business was large- 
ly with Europe and the South Had 
they confined themselves to the legitimate 
practice of advancing on cotton, and of issu- 
ing letters of credit, they had enough of the 
public confidence and patronage to assure 
themselves large private fortunes, and at the 
same time absolutely guarantee their deposit- 
ors. Instead of this, they speculated in cot- 
ton on their own account, and, after their 
capital and deposits were largely exhausted, 
raised money on “accommodation” paper 
which defrauded the men who accepted it. 

The Bank of California is the latest, and 
in some respects the most notable, sample of 
illegitimate banking. Its practices were 
wildly at variance with the principles of con- 
ducting a bank. For some years the un- 
fortunate Rauston has been the Bank of 

ifornia in®his own person. The manage- 
ment was left entirely to him, and of late a 
large proportion of the stock has passed into 
his hands, thus relieving from all responsi- 
bility some of the largest capitalists formerly 
interested. Mr. Ratston's bank has had an

interest. Every banker pledges his faith to: 


this when he goes into business, for he is 
handling money which belongs to other people. 
Every banker understands that it is unsafe 
to accept a lime of deposits grossly dispro- 
portionate to his capital, because it is a temp- 
tation to use the money injudiciously. Eve- 
ry banker understands that it is unsafe to pay 
interest on any except time deposits, and 
then only at the rate of not more than one- 
third the interest he charges. Every banker 
knows that he has no right to give away the 
money intrusted to him, and therefore loans 
only on security which he honestly believes 
to be readily convertible when his depositors 
demand their money. Every banker knows 
the necessity for keepinga proper cash reserve. 
Every banker feels it to be his duty to his 
depositors as well as himself to avoid extrav- 
agant expenses. Every honest banker de- 
clines seeking rates of interest higher than 
those established in the market, because he 
knows it attracts unsafe loans. And, 
finally, every banker knows that he is swin- 
dling his depositors when he goes into specu. 
lations with their money on his own account 
or by proxy. A violation of any of these 
principles is fraud, and ought to be punished 
as such by law. We know of no other way 
to protect honest bankers and put a stop to 
dishonest banking. 


THE NEW ECONOMISTS. 

The attention of students has been called 
of late years to a rising school of political 
economists in Germany, Italy, Denmark, and 
England. The new schocl in the latter coun- 
try is represented by such men as Tuornton 
and Currre Lesim. Its adherents in Ger- 
many are known asthe Katheder-Socialisten, 
or Chair-Socialists, from the fact that most 
of them fill important. positions in education- 
al establishments. These political econo- 
mists have cut loose from the traditions of 
Apam Smrrs, Ricgrpo, sad Say. They en- 
tertain views as to the foundation, method, 
and aims of political economy different from 
those of the orthodox school, so called, A 
word as to the differences between the new 
school and the old. 

The old school followed the deductive 
method. Starting out with certain views of 
man and nature, the adherents of this school 
drew whatever conclusions they might from 
these views, and accepted them as true. 
Thus man was considered by them as a being 
who always and everywhere pursued his own 
private interest, and sought after that which 
was useful. Hence it was inferred that, if 
left to himself, free towork out his hap- 
piness, he could not fai to attain it. The 
logical development of these views was the 
assertion of the completest freedom, the doc- 
trine of laissez-faire and laissee-passer, and 


the curtailment of the power of the State 


within the narrowest posable limits. 

The new economists acuse the old of tak- 
ing a one-sided view of ‘things. Man, they 
insist, is not guided’solely by self-interest. 
Side by side with his love of self is his love 
for his family, his municipality, his country. 
Nor is man intent only onthe satisfaction of 
his animal wants. He is} moral being. He 
recognizes the dictates & duty, and under 
the influence of religion or philosophy may 
sacrifice his own imdivical interests, and 
even his life, for his commtry, for truth, or 
for humanity. The conception of man enter- 
tained by the orthodox sconomists is there- 
fore raci-ally wrong, and nust lead to wrong 
conclusions. The man d Apam Sur and 
Joun Srvuart Mi is not he man we meet 
every day in the streets, nar even in the work- 
shop. 

The Katheder-Socialistn differ from the 
old economists also in their method. They 
reject the deductive for th historical method. 
Man in different stages ofcivilization has dif- 
ferent wants, different m¢hods of producing 
and distributing wealth. Hence economical 
problems do not admit ofthe general a priori 
solutions, which it has bien the fashion to 
give them. Eeach quesiion has to be solved 
with reference to a giwn country, and the 
answer based on statistic; and historical data. 

Many of the older ecmomists insist that 
the general order of sociity results from the 
free play of individual epism, and that all 
that is necessary to insur) well-being to each 
one in proportion to his abor is to remove 
every barrier to individud activity raised by 
society itself, or by the Sate. This view the 
new economists reject altopether, insisting that 
egoism leads to iniquity md spoliation ; that 
to allow full play to egdsm is the denial of 
the moral law. Hence thy advocate the in- 
terference of the State Were the old econo- 
mists rigidly exclude it. They consider the 
State not a necessary evi but a ching good 
in itself, the chief agent ff progress and civ- 
ilization. 

The new economists psist that hitherto 
the science of political economy has been 
confined too exclusively ih the discussion of 
the production of wealth and that enough 
attention has not been péd to questions re- 
lating to its distribution ;that man has been 
considered only as a preiuctive force, and 
that it has been almost @tirely ignored that 
he is an intelligent andmoral being. The 
distribution of wealth ng the different 
classes of the community is governed by law 
and by morals as well as ty contract. 

The old school of mists gave to all 
important economical qiestions an absolute 
answer. The new schol say that only a 
relative answer can be given,—an answer 
true now and here, nd necessarily true at 
another time and place. The old considered 
the object of the aciene to be to tell how 
wealth was produced, didrbuted, and con- 
sumed. The new insists its Object is to 
teach how wealth should be produced, dis- 
tributed, and consumed; ‘that political econ- 
omy is not merely descrigtive, but that it is

ship-owners show now. And the pressing 
need of the time brought forth in America, 
as it has in England, a Pummsoun. He carried 
through his reform, as the Englishman has 
carried his. a 

Our Pintsot t was named Stoxar 8. Bun- 
rox. He lived in Cleveland, O. Like all in- 
telligent persons, he read the daily papers. 
He noticed a striking similarity in the details 
of steamboat accidents on the Mississippi and 
Ohio. One boat might be burned, and another 
snagged, and another exploded, but the disaster 
always happened in some lonely spot, the 
shattered hull always sank in deep water, — 
and the missing boat was always heavily in- 
sured. Burton read this and pondered upon 
it. He decided that here was an abuse to 
right, but he did not see his way clear to the 
righting of it. He was only a private citizen, 
without any influence beyond that possessed 
by every honest man. While he was hesitat- 
ing, the famous boat, Martha Washington, 
burned. The spark that fired her kindled 
Burron’s wrath to a white heat. Thence- 
forth he was a man of one idea, and so a man 


of tremendous power. The Martha Wash- 


ington went down at midnight, carrying with 
her some shriveled corpses, and a vast lot of 
costly merchandise—according to the bills of 
lading, not according to the truth. And the 
truth prevailed. For Burrow hurried down 
to Cincinnati, whispered his suspicions to 
the insurance agents, and then, having start- 
ed them on a mission of discovery, shouted 
his beliefs to the public. There was intense 
excitement, tempered only by the possibility 
that investigation might reveal nothing. 
Meanwhile Bunron was threatened, as Piim- 
80LL. has been, with libel-suits, arrest, and 
murder. But the insurance men went to the 
scene of the wreck. Their grappling irons 
soon located the site of the half-burned hull. 
Down went the divers, and up came the boxes 
of silks, and laces, and wines, and other costly 
things, which had been insured at Cincinnati. 
When they were opened, the silks were saw- 
dust, the old laces were old leather, and the 
wine-bottles were filled. with water. The load 
of the Martha Washington really consisted of 
the street-sweepings ofa city; it had been 
insured as a collection of the costliest goods. 
When this tell-tale story reached Cincinnati, 
the murderous merchants implicated gladly 
gave themselves into the hands of the police 
in order to escape those of the mob. A long 
trial followed. The man supposed to be the 
chief culprit, Lyman Core, escaped legal 
punishment, but he slunk into shameful ob. 
scurity, like Terry after Bropericx’s mur- 
der, like the outcast thieves of the New York 
Ring, like the predestined victims of Pin- 
soLL’s crusade. The trial stopped the system 
of murder, and Burrow, having done his 
work, stepped quietly back into oblivion. 
His name lingers only in the memories of a 
few, while Prtsozz's has been. on every 
tongue; but the task undertaken by the 
American was as difficult, as dangerous, and 
as worthily done as that by which the En- 
glishman now gains the admiration of a 
world. 


THE DEMAND FOR MORE CURRENCY. 

One of the most popular fallacies of the 
day is that the stagnation in business is owing 
to a lack of sufficient currency. Every man 
who finds 1t difficult to borrow money for 
speculative purposes without security; every 
retail dealer who observes a tendency among 
his customers to buy sparingly and cheaply; 
every real-estate holder who cannot sell prop- 
erty to-day at an advance over the price he 
gave for it before the panic,—each and every 
one of these immediately jumps at the con- 
clusion that there isn't money enough. in 
circulation, and traces all his woes to that 
cause. In spite of repeated demonstration, 
it is the most difficult thing, appar- 
ently, for people to comprehend that in- 
flation leads to commercial panics, and 
panics to the stringency which is felt 
for years after. Yet this has been demon- 
strated within the last three years in three 
different countries,—England, Germany, and 
the United States. In the United States the 
panic of 1873 came from the inflation of a 
paper currency, with corresponding inflation 
in prices and speculation. In Germany there 
was an inflation of specie, resulting from the 
enormous war-fine paid by France, and it 
brought financial disturbance with it. In 
England there has been an inflation of 
capital which betrayed the people into un- 
profitable investments, and a panic was 
recently averted mainly by the solidity and 
limitation of the currency. If an inflation of 
real money may produce financial disturb- 
ance and commercial disaster, how much 
more the inflation of worthless imitation 
money ? 

One of the clearest and most intelligible 
answers to the assertion that there is not suf- 
ficient currenccy in this country to transact its 
business is the fact that the actual circulation 
per capita is much larger than in Great Britain, 
where the actual capital, wealth, and produe- 
tion are perhaps three times as great. Mr. 
Groroz Warn, of Massachusetts, made an 
estimate of the comparative circulation in 
France, Great Britain, and America in 1868, 
which is the latest trustworthy data we have 
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ing to the superstition, have more 
tion of its business. | 

The difference between the circulating me- 
dium of France and the United States is not 
so great, but the reason for this is readily 
explained. France has a total coin and paper 
circulation, after the amount of 
specie in bank vaults, of $18.84 per capita, 
and including the specie permanently locked 
up in banks and kept as security, of $25.05, 
or about the same as ours. But one reason 
why France has and requires so large a pro- 
portion of circulating money is. on ac. 
count of the national tendency of 
the French pedple to hoard money. The 
French people have not yet attained 
the high business civilization of savings 
banks. Every dollar deposited in bank vir- 
tually increases the circulating medium of 
the country. Thus we showed by a recent 
table, which we below, that, though 
the total ci medium of this country 
ig less than $800,000,000, there are really 
about $2,462,834,117 in practical circulation 
through the medium of bank loans. We 
have estimated these as follows:

The necessity of France for a larger pro- 
portionate circulation than that of Great 
Britain is mainly owing to the fact that the 
mechanics, farmers, and laborers of the coun- 
try do not deposit their savings, but hoard 
their gold Napoleons and silver francs. They 
put their money away in old stockings, or 
tuck it in between mattresses, or bury it in 
the ground, till it comes out in some accumnu- 
lation for investment. The French, in this 
respect, cling to the primitive practices of 
India and China, where gold and silver acta- 
ally disappear in enormous quantities. In 
this manner millions of dollars are practically 
withdrawn from active circulation in France. 
Yet notwithstanding this custom, and the 
fact that the business and capital of 
France are largely in excess—perhaps nearly 
double—those of the United States, where 
the circulating medium is more than doubled 
by ita constant use, the amount of currency 
per capita in France is about the same as in 
the United States. 

The fact is that the persons who talk about 
a deiciency of currency utterly ignore the 
progress of business through the extraordi- 
nary facilities furnished by the banking sys- 
tem. Deposits, checks, and clearing-houses 
in the city, and drafts, bills of exchange, and 
even the use of the telegraph for intercom- 
munication between different cities and dif- 
ferent countries, are agencies which have 
largely supplanted the use of money 
as 6©8§=«s circulating medium, and have 
reduced its bulk in proportion to 
population and business. In England, 
where trade has advanced to fhe highest con- 
dition of success and stability, the amount of 
what we call the circulating medium is the 
smallest in proportion both to the population 
and the amount of business transacted. The 
demand for more currency in this country as 
a relief to business is ridiculous in view of 
the fact that not only are the resources of 
bank exchanges far from being exhausted, 
but even the circulating medium in bank 
notes lies unused in the bank vaults. The 
demand is abnormal simply because the 
money is fictitious; and the greater the 
quantity of the latter, the more morbid will 
the demand become,

COL. BAKER'S DISMISSAL. 
New York Grapiie, 

Lowpox, Aug. 14.—‘Half-pay Lieutenant- 
Co onel and Brevet Colonel Valentive Baker. 
haif-payv, late Tenth Hussars, has been removed 
from the army, Her Majesty having no furtber 
occasion for his services: Dated 2d of August, 
1875.“ These fatal words, which appeared in 
the London Gazelle last night, put an end 
to all the rumors which have been going about 
kr several dave concerning the success of 
the efforts made to save Col. Baker from the 
ignominy of dismissal from the arm and 
from the pecuniary loss attending that dis- 
grace. These efforts had been entirely suc- 
cessful at the Horse Guards and at the War 
Office—the resignation of Col. Baker had been 
ace ted, and the papers were sent up to the 
Queen for her signature. Bat Her Majestv, as 
she bas done ou more than one previous occa- 
sion, el: hoach oot very lately, put ber foot down 
firmly and declared that the man should be dis- 
missed. Nothing woul move her. In vain it 
was represented co her that ber gust cousin, 
the Duke of Cambridge, and her son, the Prince 
of Wales, were the especial friends of the voor 
man, acd that they both particularly desired 
that be migot not be wholly ruined. The 
suggestion oaly made ber the moe ine orable. 
“ the worse for them,” the rova! lips are said 
to have said; it is disgraceful chat they should 
ha ve such a wretch for a friend. But it shall 
never bo said of me that I permitted such a man 
to voluntarily leave wy service. Let bim be dia- 
missed with all the disgrace that he bas earved.” 
Her Maje-ty was probably right, but still it isa 
te:rible pity. Coi. Baker es pecuniary loss will 
be about £16,000 all told, and wen he comes 
out of prison oa the 2d of August, 1876, there 
will no avenue of hovorable srr ice 
left-opea to bim. The action of the Qu-en 
affords a proof of the fact that Her Majesty does 
give her personal and close atte tion to the de- 
tails of her Government, aud that abe is by no 
means such a puppet in the hands of her 
Ministers as is sometimes supposed. Her oon 
popularity will be increased pv tne incident— 
even those who think that Col. Baker was move 
than sufficiently punished by his twelve montos’ 
imprisonment and his proposed resignation, will 
still feel rather proud of a Queen who has nerve 
enough to snub her War Secretary, her cousin, 
aod ae son, and to insist on having her own 
way.

DEATH OF JAMES H. NOE. 
New York Tribune, Aug. N. 

James H. Noe, the Greenwich street brush 
merchant, died from the effects of the injuries 
received in his coaoflict with a burglar, at 7 
o'clock last evening, at the Chambers-Street Ro- 
hef Hospital. As soon as possible after his death 
an undertaker was summoned and information 
of the event given to Coroner Croker, who issued 
u permit for the removal of the body by the fam- 
ily of the deceased man, and it was taken to No. 
21 King street at about 10 p. m. 

The circumstances of this occurence were as 
follows: Mr. Noe went to his store at No. 275 
Greer wich street last Sanday mornine and sur- 
pred a burglar prying off the skylight. He 
grappled with the man, dragged him into the 
attic, aud in the course of the struggle was 
etruck repeatedly on the head with au ton bar, 
aod theo boend and gagged. Tue burglar thes 
washed the blood from his hands and escaped. 
Meanwhile, a woman living near by was attract- 
ed by Mr. Noe's * 17 made her way to him 
across the roof s. found bim lying in 
a pool of blood, which b flowed 
from terrible wounds in the head, which 
were afterward found to be fractures of the 
skull. She assisted bim down-stairs, and, with 
the nelp of a policeman, procured his convey- 
ance to the Relief Hospital. It was not lon 
before he was unable to recognize any one, an 
his hfe was despaired of; Sut, on Wedaesday 
morning, an improvement was noticed, which 
gave the surgeons bope at least of returoing 
consciousness. Yesterday, however, be relapsed 
into a comatose state and dually sank away 
until bis death occurred, with uniooked-for suad- 
denness, at 7:05 p.m. He was, of course, uns- 
ble to recognize any one, even his own family, 
who were with him all of ye-rterday, 
und by bis death the identification of 
bis asssilant is made ten-fold more dicheult.

TROLLING ON HORSFBACK, 

Fisbiog with a trolling-line on horseback is a 
a novel sport.

A CHICAGO EXPORT. 

ONE OF OUR COXfIDENCE GIRLS LN 8ST. LOUIS.

She en- 
tered the bank aud wanted to open an account, 
aud inquired the terms, etc. The next day she 
presented herself at the Cashier's window and 
banded in a letter of introduction from R. S. 
& W. G. McCormick, and wita it a check 
purporting to be from them on the First Nation- 
al Bank, tor $4,000. She wanted to draw $1,500 
of the amount and leave the balance on deposit. 
This game did not work, and the dext day the 
operation was veutilated in these columas. It 
now appears that the well-dressed aud wealthy 
Mrs. Everett has turned up io Sc. Louis under 
the name of Mrs. Esther Evans. where she has 
been trying the same dodge upon the banks of 
that city. From the St. Louis papers of Saturday 
it is touud that a few days previous she 
went to the Broadway Savings Bank to open an 
account, and tendered 4 letter of imtroduction 
from Mes-rs. Sibiey, Endicott & Co., of this 
city, and with it their checs on the First Na- 
tional Bank of this city for 8,000. Sue wanted 
to diaw $4,400 of the amount and leave the 
residue in the keeping of the bank. St. Louis 
being a slow town, the bank did not pay over 
readily, and the lady left to call again. Sha 
was folloned by an officer, and in her 
meanuderinge was noticed to meet a 
gentiemen twice who answered the description 
of ber partuer when bere. In the meantime the 
bank communicated with the First National 
Jauk and with the firm in whose name the 
check was drawn, and ascertained that no such 
cueck bad been issued or certified to, and that 
tlie woman was a confidence operator. Sutse- 
quentiy she and her partner were arrested and 
takeo to the Four Courts and incarcerated in 
separate cells.

The lowa State Convention. 
Speciat Correspomience of the Chicago /rivune, 
Des Motnes, Ia., Aug. 27.—The Iowa Woman- 
Suffrage Association heid its Annual Conven.uon 
at Oskaloosa on the 25th and 26ch inst. The 
meeting was the largest ever held by the Society. 
The following resolutions were adopted : 


Wuereas, Women in this country are citizens, and 
suffrage is a citizen’s right, aud not a privilege which 
can be taken away by the same power which confers 
u; and, 

WHEREAS, The history of the past teaches that or- 
ganized governments, as well as other corporate 
bodies, seidom concede the just rights of classes until 
such rights sre emphatically demanded ; therefore, 

Ne bed. Tuat we urge the suffragists of Iowa, and 
especially thoze women who are friends of the cause, 
to speak out and let their desire be known, to me- 
moriaiiz> Legislatures, and by every practical means 
assert their claims in positive and unmistakable terms, 
Rosotved, That we ask the voters of this State to 
give special heed to the formal three months’ notice 
already issued by the Secretary of State, contaiuiag 
the announcement of the proposed amendment to the 
Constitution, and that they elect representatives fully 
prepared to ratify the action of the Fifteenth General 
Assembly, and thereby vindicate the American funda- 
mental principie, that “ Governments derive their 
just powers from the consent of the governed.” 
Warna, The perfection of human government 
should be the paramount object of all Americans ; 
and taxation without representation is considered to 
be an act of injustice; therefore, we urge impartial 
suffrage upon the consideration of all, regardless of 
sex, ra e, religion, or potitics.

Some Facts and Figures About 
the Nevada Big Bonanza. 
Richness of the Consolidated Virginia 
Mine---A City Where the Small- 
est Coin Is a “ Quarter.”

It 
selis for $340 to $360 a share, and pays more 
dividends each year than. the origioal par value 
of the shares. Of these 108,000 shares, Mackay, 
Flood, Fair, and O’Brienowa 62,000. The OH- 
fotpia mine bas 540,000 shares, at $100 par 
value. now selling at from $60 to $70. The firm 
owns 295.000 of these shares. The Best & Bel- 
cher mine has 108,000 shares: the Gould & 
Curry the same number; the Savage has 16,000 ; 
the Hale & Norcross, 16,000; the Utah, 20,000: 
and the Occidental, 40,000. The gentlemen 
named own the majority of the stock of all these 
mines. In aadition, they have vine mills which 
must be worth several millions of dollars; thev 
own one-half of the Virginia sad Gold Hill 
Water-Works, capital, $5,000,000, besides 
flumes, factories; stocks, real estate, etc.

Memuare, Teon., Aug. 20, 1875.— Jacob Davis, 
Esqg.—Mx Dear dim: lu addi iou to the telegram 
sent to you of this date, I write in order that I 
might state fu.ly the reasons which induced me 
to notify you not to expect me at your agricul- 
tural tar. I sensibly feel the cord.al invitation 
which you extended to me, aod hoped that the 
coutempiated address might pe useful to tae 
material ioteresis common to all poi tious of the 
Mississippi Valley. 

Nothing was further from my p than 
the discussion of po.itical ques ions, aud, there- 
tote, I did not ask whether my audience sould 
be in accord with m, eel! ou political subjecta, or 
of a creed wholly antagonizing my own. 

From your letter of the 17th inst. I learn that 
you consider there may be hazard of opposition 
to my tec tion as orator of your app. coaching 
fair, and that yourself and others —officers of the 
orgauization—unanimvusly decided to stand by 
the arrangement you have made.

THE METRIC SYSTEM. 
Practical Introduction. of the Metric 
System of Weights and Meas- 
ures in the United States. 


United Action on the Part of the Mem- 
bers of the Scienfific Professions 
to Secure Its General Adop- 
tion After July 4, 1876,

An important and vigorous movement has !ate- 
ly been made throughout the Uvised States to 
bring into more general use the European 
(metric) system of weights and measures. The 
system wae legalized by our Cong: ess nine years 
ago, aud has now been adopted in our principal 
scientific works. 

The American public is already familiar with 
the principles of this system without being 
clearly couscious af the fact, ioasmuch as it ap- 
pears in the simpiest and most familiar of our 
tables, namely, that of Federal currency, —our 
mi la. cents, aod dimes corresponding, both in 
nonéociature and in their decimal reiatioas to 
each other, with the miil-imeter, cent-imeter, 
dec-imeter, the miil-igram, cent-igram, dec- 
igram, the miull-iliter, cent-iliter, deo-iliter, 
which constitute the metrie system of weights 
aod measures, 

This perfectly simple nomenclature is com- 
posed of twelve words ail in use in the English 
language, thus, meter in thermometer; mill, 
ceati, deci, in mill, cent, and dime; deka in de- 
cade, hecto in hecatomb, kilo in cailiad, myria in 
myriad, liter in litrameter, gram im gram (see 
Webster's Dio ionary). 

Although, therefore, the system has long been 
taught iv out echo ls, especially since its legal- 
ization by Coogress in 1836, no schovling is 
really necessary to teach principles, and a no- 
menclature with which we are already familiar. 
As for the values of the several units, they may 
be learned in a few hours by glancing at full- 
mzed models of them exhibited, as was done in 
Germany at the time of ics introduction in that 
country in 1572, iu all the saop witdows. No 
one could walk twenty steps in the business part 
of the city without seeing before him as every 
turu full-sized charts and models of the metric 
weights and measures, With these constaucdy 
in view, the most igoorant c asses found vo dit- 
ficnlty in understanding the decimal system, 
whoreas che so-called Euglish * system” pow in 
use here is a mystery even to such as may have 
enjoyed a dozen years of schooliag therein. 

Speaking of the met:ic (ables, Charles Sumner 
said: In this riet space vou behoid the whole 
metric system of weights and measures. Wha; 
a cOutrast to the autertor confusion! A boy at 
school can master tue metric sysvem in au after- 
noon, Months, if not years, are required to 
store away tue perplexities, incougr ties, and 
inconsistencies of the existisg weights and 
measures, and then the memory must often fail 
in reproduciog them. Ihe mystery of com- 
pound arithmetic is essential in tue calculations 
which they regu.re. Ali this is done away by 
tae decimal progression, so that the first four 
rules of arithmetic ate ample for the pupil.” 

The foliowiog circular, containing au szree- 
meu, biuding the signer to use the metric sys- 
tem after July 4, 18%, has been sept to ail the 
cit.es aud towns in the United States contaiaing 
uowards of 5,000 inhabitants. Every ciiy or 
town so far canvassed bas returned overwhe!m- 
lug majorities. Majorities bad been already 
pieviousiy secured from New Yorks, Cuicazo, 
Brooklyn, Boston, St. Louis, Baltimore, Port- 
land, New Bruvswics, Newport, etc., and from 
over thirty otser c.ties and towns coO-0; eration 
bas been promised.
